JOURNALISTIC FILIBUSTEROS. 


That scheme for the conquest of 
Lower California by a handful of en- 


funny. It might, however, have 
proved a serious sort of joke for the 
projectors, supposing they had them- 
selves pushed on to the front. This is 
a doubtful supposition. 
probable that they would have pre- 
served an attitude of ‘masterly inac- 
tivity” in San Diego, controling the 
operations of the forces in the field by 
telegraph, until the way was cleared 
for the government of the Republic of 
Lower California to enter upon its 
duties. 

As the story goes, the first important 
meeting of these journalistic conspira- 
tors, numbering four (4) persons, was 
held, early in April, at the Coronado 
Hotel. A council for the future re- 
public appointed itself, and met a few 
days later in the office of the San 
Diego Informant, a weekly publication 
of limited circulation, but extensive 
ideas. Each person was ordered to ap- 
pear at the following meeting. armed 
with a full written report, ready to be 
fired off, of the department of the 
government over which he was to pre- 
side. 
Such meeting was held on April 23d. 
and the reports presented. Walter G. 
Smith of the lurid Sun, as Governor- 
general of the future Commonwealth, 
read a proclamation of independence 
and his inaugural address. The next 
editor was Augustus Merrill of the 
Informant—the War General—whbo 
outlined the division of the republic 
into military districts. He was con- 
tented with only two brigadier gen- 
erals under him, he himself to enjoy 
the rank—and the pay—of a major- 
general. 
The third editorial general was Bas- 
com A. Stephens, city editor of the In- 
formant, who, as secretary-general, 
read a draft of a constitution. Capt. 
J. F. Janes, editor of the City Front 
Gazette, had been appointed private- 
general-in-chief, with special orders to 
capture the Mexican war-steamér 
Democrata. There was also a treas- 
urer-general, an attorney-general, a 
postmaster-general, an  industrial- 
general, a navy-generul, a surveyor- 
general and an educational-general. 
The treasurer-general read an elab- 
orate schome for the issuance of scrip 
as money. An extensive code of laws 
was provided, arid a design for a flag 
adupted. This was to be red, white 
and blue, with an orange stripe, the 
latter, we presume, referring to the 
citrus possibilities of the new Repub- 
lic. 
All this of course is excruciatingly 
funny. It would afford splendid ma- 
terial for a comic opera of the Grande 
Duchesse variety. There is, however, 
another phase of the affair. The sense 
of the ridiculous is less pronounced 
among our Mexican friends than their 
patriotism. This was shown by the 
importance which they attached to the 
silly remarks of Gov. Waterman. 
There are many Americans resident in 
Lower California,and they may be 
made to suffer for this Quixotic 
scheme.

MANUFACTURES IN THE CENSUS. 


The Superintendent of the Census is 
ous to secure the coöperation of 
ufacturers throughout the coun- 

try. The work of collecting statistics 
of manufactures for the report of the 
census will be inaugurated throughout 
the entire country on the 2d of next 
month. The value of the report natur- 
ally depends wholly upon the accuracy 
and thoroughness with which manu- 
facturers answer the questions pro- 
pounded. The Superintendent has 
sent out a circular upon this subject, 
from which we make the following ex- 
tracts: 

The personal interests of every manufac- 
turer are involved in the character of the 
report op manufactures. It will be quoted 
for the next ten years as the official an- 
nouncement of the exact industrial condi- 
tion of the country, and will be the basis for 
avy future legislation that may be enacted 
n ard to the wants of our people, 
whether engaged in agricultural or me- 
chanical pursuits. Therefore it isof vital 
importance to each manufacturer that an 
accurate report shall be made. 

Every manufacturer should bear in mind 

that his answers to the questions relating: 

to his business are held strictly confidential, 
are not disclosed to any competitor or to 
other persons, and are not used by the Gov- 
ernment as * the purposes for 
taxation or license, or in any way to ad- 
versely affect his individual business. This 
assurance is printed on each schedule over 
the signature of the Superintendent of Cen- 


sus. 

The questions contained in the census 
schedules sre those suggested by the manu- 
facturers and other persons most interested 
in the progress of the country, and cover 
ground absolutely essential to the proper 
presentation of its industria) conditions and 
resources.

SHADE TREES. 


What East Colorado Street 
Needs Badly.

Property-owners Urged to Take the 
Matter in Hand—Now Is the 
Time to Plant—Cost. 
Only Nominal. 


Our shade trees take an important 
partin making Pasadena the beautiful 
city she is. Visitors grow enthusiastic 
over the beauty of our shaded avenues, 
and the thoroughfares most thickly 
lined with pepper or other trees are 
invariably given the preference when 
it comes to selecting a site for a resi- 
dence. Marengo. Moline and a por- 
tion of Mountain avenue are especially 
favored in this direction. If all our 
streets were shaded in a like manner, 
they would become equally attractive. 

The need of shade trees is particu- 
larly noticeable on East Colorado 
street. There is probably more travel 
over this street than any other thor- 
vughfare in town. It is lined with 
handsome residences, that stand sur- 
rounded by well-kept lawns, flowers 
and rich foliage. But an. air of com- 
pleteness is lacking. The shade trees 
on the sidewalks are not there. On 
the north side of the street there 
are no trees to speak of east of Ma- 
rengo avenue. The south side pre- 
sents a better appearance, a number 
of good-sized trees being planted as far 


east as Madison avenue. East of this: 


avenue the trees are few and far be- 

tween, with the exception of those 

planted in front of J. W. Wood's hand- 

ye residence and the adjoining prop- 
es. 

Three years ago Colorado street was 
widened, in response to a petition of 
property-owners, the agreement being 
that each man was to provide shade 
trees in front of his particular prop- 
erty. Unfortunately the agreement 
was never lived up to. Last year the 
Board of Trade took the matter in 
hand. The idea was to levy an assess- 
ment on all who held property fronting 
— the street, and have the work done 
1 contract. But the money came in 

owly and the thing fell through. 

Superintendent of Streets Brown 
now comes to the front. He urges 
those who reside or have property-on 
East Colorado street to set out a 
— number of trees, so that this 

mportant thoroughfare may be made 
as beautiful as any in town. Mr.

If the work is to be Gone, Row is She 
time. Pepper trees, for planting, can 
be bought for from twenty to thirty 
cents apiece. About the same amount 
must be expended per tree for plant- 
ing. Ifthe work was done by con- 
tract, the trees could be set out for 10 
cents apiece. They need water but a 
short time, and, later, no attention 
whatever. This season of t the year is 
the time to plant, and conce ac- 
tion on the part of the property-hold- 
ers is all that is necessary to secure 
this much-needed improvement. If 
the Colorado-street people take the 
lead, others „ on less impor- 
tant thoroughfares will follow suit.

pretty plainly that the men able to 

command large salaries should not ne 
content with wages, but should de- 
mand for their services an interest in 
the business and a share in the profits. 
Thus only can the rewards of ex- 
ceptional ability be secured to those 
who are entitied to them. But for 
the large majority of men, who do not 
possess exceptional ability in one di- 
rection, farming is the best and surest 
road to independence. On the farm 
the tendency never has been and never 
will be to concentrate the business 
in few hands. The farmer on 
a small farm can produce 
more cheaply than one who 
cultivates a large area by hired help. 
The great amount of rich, cheap land 
brought under cultivation within the 
past 122 has for a time ob- 
scured this fact. Now that much of
